This passage, as it has come 
to us in the Greek text, is in 
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passages in the accepted edition 
of Josephus’ works. It is thor- 
oughly related to-the text in 
which the alleged interpolation 
is found, and, according to au- 
thorities “it resembles what we 
might expect a Jewish writer of 
the time to say regarding Jesus.” 
It. describes the meetings of the 
followers of Jesus on the Mount 
of Olives, their acclamation of 
Him as the Messiah, their call. 
ing upon Him to lead them 
against the Romans, and how He 
was reported to Pilate by those 
who feared the power He was 
daily gaining over the people. 
“Pilate ordered many of the mul- 
titude slain, but spared the mir- 
acle maker,” says/the Aramaic 
version. “And after Pilate had 
heard the case against Him, the 
Romans took Him and crucified 
Him, according to ancestral tra- 
ditions.” 

While the world has for ages 
troubled itself over this passage 
in the works of Josephus, the 
historic character of Jesus has 
needed no additional proof. 
There is other lay authority as 
well as the authority of the New 
Testament for the fact that He 
lived. Christianity itself is the 
best proof of the existence of its 
founder. The value of the new 
discoveries lies in Josephus’ re- 
port of the events of his time) 
and the early recognition ac- 
corded to Jesus as the Messiah 
by the people with whom He 
came into ‘contact.—N. Y. Sun,

| Poetess, a Nun

Cologne.—-At Gunders hein, a Prot- 
estant. town in Brunswick, there is a 
steadily-growing movement to pro- 
mote an appreciation of Hroswitha 
von Gandershein, a Benedictine nun 
and the first German poetess. 

When a short while ago, Gander- 
shein observed one thousand years of | 
existence, the citizens of Brunswick | 
participated in the festivities and;
